The committee got together at noon 
promptly, but in view of the fact that 
additional _papers had been filed with 
Chairman Brown, he gave counsel on 
either side time to examine them. 

Judge Gober and his. counsel, Judge 
Spencer R. Atkinson, John H. Tye, of 
Payne & Tye, and William E. Simmons, 
of Lawrenceville, sat at the table on the 
left hand side of the convention hall, 
while Mr. Morris and his attorneys, Lu- 
ther Z. Rosser, of Rosser & Brandon, and 
Judge John T. Pendleton, sat at the table 
to the right of the chairman.

The roll call showed perhaps the lar- 
gest personal attendance of the state 
oommittee ever known. There were 
thirty-three of the forty-one members 
present in person and three proxies. Hon. 
James Taylor, of Americus, held the 
proxy of Hon. John A. Cobb, of thag 
city; Judge J. 8.

T. Wingfield, of Putnam, and 
Judge C. J. Wellborn had the proxy of 
Hon. M. Ll.

Chairman Brown’s Statement. 


Chairman E. T. Brown then made a 
Statement of the contest. The returns as 


; made to the chairman, he said showed - 


that Judge Gober had received 5,779 votes 
in the circuit and that Mr. Morris had 
received 5,594, giving Judge Gober a ma- 
jority of 185 votes. On April 25 Mr. 
Morris filed an appeal in the nature of a 
contest, with a copy of which the chair- 
man said he served Judge Gober on April 
26. 
There had been filed with him, Chair- 
man rown said, various other papers just 
prior to the meeting of the committee 
including the answer of Judge Gober and 
the objections of Mr. Morris to that an- 
swer: Mr. Morris, he said, had also filed 
&@ protest against two members of the 
committee serving in hearing the contest, 
aleging that they were not qualified. 


Protest Against Members. 

The protest of Mr. Morris against John 
H. Witzell, of Fannin, and J. Z: Foster, 
of Cobb, serving on the committee was 
then read. In this protest the charge 
was made that Messrs. Witzell and Fos- 
ter were active partisan supporters of 
Judge oGber and actively participated in 
the primary in his behalf. For these rea- 
sons it was charged that they could not 
be fair and impartial judges. ° 

Mr. Lawrence, of Chatham, moved 
the protest be overruled, and there was 
only one vote, viva voce, against this 
motion. 

When it was thus almost unanimously 
decided that Messrs. Witzéll and Foster 
should serve on the committee, .this was 
taken by some of those in the room as a 
vote against Mr. Morris. There was some 
hissing and several other noises indicat- 
ing dissatisfaction. 

Chairman Brown immediately called for 
order and sternly gave notice that no 
such demonstrations would be tolerated. 
He said if any such thing were repeated 
he would have to ask those responsible 
for it to leave the hall. 

Plan of Procedure. 

Chairman Brown then read the rules 
adopted by the state committee regarding 
contests, showing how they were to be 
brought up on appeal from the county to 
the state committee. 

“How, when and where shall you Hear 
this appeal?’’ Chairman Brown asked. 

The seeming tangle was soon straighten- 
ed out by Hon. Moses Wright, of Floyd, 
whose motion that the attarneys on each 
side be allowed not exceeding two hours 
in which to set forth their cases and ex- 
plain the testimony, Was adopted unani- 
mously. 

Mr. Wright's motion at first included 
the provision that fhe committee should 
then go into executive session, consider 
the testimony and decide wisat it would 
do. Hon. Boykin Wright strongly op- 
posed any secret session, saying the work 
o fthe committee should al be open and 


Fabove board. This discussion resulted in 


rescinding the provision as to executive 
sessions, and all the meetings of the com- 
mittee were open. 

After some discussion as to the reading 
of the pleadings, it was decided if the 
pleadings were to be read, the time con- 
sumed would be taken out of the time 
allotted to the attorreys on the respective 
sides. For this reason the pleadings were 
not read and the attorneys went directly 
into the statement of their respective 
claims. 

Judge Pendleton Heard. 

Judge John T. Pendleton opened the 
argument at this point in behalf of Mr. 
Morris. He called attention to the fact 
that prior to the consolidation of the 
vote in Fannin county Mr. Morris had 
er.tered a protest to the consolidation and 
file& a notice of contest. 
contest was ignored, and Mr. Morris was 
now here, he said, by appeal as he had 
no other remedy, 

Judge Pendleton spoke of the numerous 
affidavits made by voters who had voted 
for Mr. Morris whose votes were counted 
for Judge Gober. When attention was 
called to the fact that the votes were 
being counted wrong, the doors were 
closed, the public wag excluded and the 
} count proceeded in private. Votes plainly 
written on the face for Morris, he said, 
were counted right along for Gober. 
There was no authority now by which the 
vote could be recounted or the fraud in 
the ballot box could be brought to light, 
because the law made it a misdemeanor 
for the clerk of the superior court to 
open the box or to let any one see 42 
single vote therein. The managers of the 
election and the county executive com- 
mittee had ignored Mr. Morris’ protest, 
he said. 

It was charged in affidavits, Judge Pen- 
dleton said, that the result was announc- 
ed in Fannin county between 8 and 9 
o'clock and it was stated that Judge Go- 
ber had carried the county by about 150 
majority. It is charged that a message 
was then received from Judge Gober 
telling the managers in Fannin to count 
the vote, but not to announce the result 
until he arrived. In other words, the

solidated so that the time for a protest 
would be gone, “but’ don’t announce the 
result until you hear from Ellijay. Don't 
announce the result- until I get there.’ 
Mr. Morris sought to obtain the result 
in Fannin the night of the election, but 
was refused ‘information. Three respon- 
sible citizens, he said, were denied the 
right to be present while the vote was 
being counted, 

There ought to be some method to get 
at the fraud, Judge Pendleton declared. 
The managers of the election, he stated, 
were never even sworn. The man that 
held the election and counted the votes 
was a resident of Tennessee and made to 
pretense to being a citizen of Georgia. 
He came back, he said, to do this because 
he was a friend of Judge Gober’s. Judge 
Pendleton said he had fifty-six affidavits 
from men who voted for Morris in Mor- 
ganton district, in Fannin county, yet 
only forty-one votes were counted for him 
altogether in this precinct. 

There must be an investigation in this 


‘case, Judge Pegdleton declared, or the 


question was simply one of which can- 
didate could get the returns, whether by 
fair means or foul, 

No Jurisdiction, Says Tye. 

John H. Tye made the opening argu- 
ment in behalf of Judge Gober. He be- 
gan by claiming that the state committee 
had no jurisdiction to hear the contest 
of Mr. Morris. When the results are de- 
clared and sent te the state committee, 
he said, they constitute a closed book. 
A notice served on the Fannin county 
executive committee, he said, was vague 
and indefinite, and the committee could 
not do otherwise than turn it down. It 
did not go intohe facts in the case, nor 
did it put Mr. Morris’ adversary on no- 
tice of what he had to meet.. The con- 
test could not begin by the filing of a 
nctice, he said. There had to be some 
particularity. 

As to the charges of purchased votes, 
Mr. Tye said, they should have been sub- 
mitted to the county committee. In case 
the committee goes ahead and declares 
the result, there is nothing to appeal 
from the state committee. If there are 
no rules now in force for the hearing of 
contests, the committee could certainly 
not enact them at this stage of the pro- 
cedure. 

Mr. Tye said he had the affidavits of 
the two managers at the Morganton pre- 
cinct that the election there was held 
feirly and regularly. The Morris-man.-. 
ager, it was claimed, came to the polis 
drunk, and was not allowed to serve on 
this account. 

If the committee started to zo into ail 
of the affidavits presented, Mr. Tye said, 
it would find that it had an interminable 
job. Ard when the committee goes out- 
side of the affidavits it will find itseif 
in chaos and confusion. The state com. 
mittee, he declared, could not enforce 
testimony. It had no power to adminis- 
ter an oath and therefore could not pos- 
sibly get at the truth. 

The question was asked as to whether 
there was any charge that Judge Gober 
had bought votes. Mr. Rosser_said there 
a: ' : TIRE 

“FMiave you any affidavit charging that 
Judge Gober bought votes?” Mr. 
asked. 

‘“‘We have an affidavit to the effect that 
he tr#d to buy votes,’’ Mr. Rosser said. 
This conversation was repeated. ‘We 
also have an affidavit that a kinsman:of 
Judge Gober’s paid a man $25 to recom- 
mend him,”* Mr. Morris concluded. 

That matter of the jury commission- 
ers in Gilmer happened in 1902, Mr. 
Rosser said. There isn’t a line of testi- 
mony that shows that matter was tne 
occasion of this present difficulty. The 
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only request made of Judge Gober in 
1902, he said, was that a majority of 
the jury commissioners should be such 
democrats ag the democratic cOmmittee 
of the county could reommend,) All they 
asked was that Judge Gober should do 
just what be had been doing all along. 
it Was a very small thing to get mad 
about. 

The report of vote buying reahed here, 
Mr. Rosser said, before the result of the 
election. The report was no respecter of 
persons, and there were affidavits as to 
boht parties, which both denied. The 
use Of liquor in an election is as bad 
as the use of money, Mr. Rosser said, 
and then he referred to an affidavit in 
which it was charged that Judge Gober 
gave a barbecue and drinking party the 
night before the election, at which beer, 
wine and whisky were drunk. It wag 


rsald there were white men and negroes 


present, young and old. 

Judge Gober asked if he charged that 
the liquor wag furnished by him. Mr. 
Rosser replied he did not charge any- 
thing, but only spoke of what was stated 
in the affidavits. That Judge Gober de- 
nied the affidavit, .he admitted. Upon 
Judge Gober’s request he read an affi- 
davit of a man who said he was invited 
to a party of this kind which, he was 
informed, was Judge Gober’s blow-out. 
He said he went to this affair and saw 
Judge Gober there, saw him dring beer 
with others present and heard him make 
a speech in which he promised to stand 
by his friends and treat the boys right. 


| The signer said he saw Judge (ober 


give a2 man some money when the beer 
gave out. Mr. Rosser said all of these 
actions were perfectly natural. 

Mr. Rosser concluded his argument 
with an appeal for a full and fair con- 
sideration of the whole matter at what- 
ever time the committee deemed best to 
take it up. 

‘“‘What should be done if all the chtrges 
made here are found to be true?’ asked 
Mr, Stone, of Walton. : 

“ft will say frankly,’ said Mr. Rosser, 
“if all the charges made here are true, 
i need not suggest what the manhood 
of this committee will suggest that it 
ought to do. I doubt not that you would 
find a remedy and:I do not care to sug- 
gest to the committee what would be its 
duty.”’ 

An Executive Session. 

Hon. Warner Hill, at the conclusion 
of Mr. Rosser’s remarks, urged an execu- 
tive session for the consideration of a 
resolution introduced by Mr. Lawrence, 
of Chatham, giving the nomination to 
Judge Gober, and of such other matters 
as might come up. 

The committee, after some deliberation, 
and Over the protest of Hon. Boykin 
Wright, of Augusta; Hon. J. J. Spald- 
ing, of Atlanta, and others, for the first 
time in its history, went into secret ses- 
sion, shutting out the press and the peo- 
ple. This was done after rescinding the 
action of the morning session, providing 
that all sessions should be open. 


Refused Representation. 

With regard to the refusal to give Judge 
Gober representation at the polls in Gil- 
mer county, Judge Gober was informed 
when he applied for such representation 
that he had falled to apply within the 
ten day limft as fixed by the state com- 
mittee, and that he had therefore ‘slept 
over his rights.’”’ The coulyy chairman 
did not follow the spirit of t state com- 
mittee’s resolution, Mr. Tye said, and in 
spite’ of the fact that Chairman Brown 
suggested ‘that Judge* Gobér should be 
given representation, he was not given 
representation at a single one of the pre- 
cincts in Gilmer county. . 

Mr. Tye said Judge Gober claimed there 
was fraud in Gilmer, county, where Mr. 
Morris claimed a majority of 4§7 votes. 
sudge Gober was denied permission to 


see the official tickets, he said, and fronr] 


these tickets his name had been erased. 
Judge Gober then had his own tickets 


printed. There were 250 voters in Gilmer ¢ 


who were denied the right to vote on the 
alleged grounds that they were republi- 
cans, whil the only true ground was that 
they desired to vote for Judge Gober, and 
they al agreed to support the nominees. 
These votes were deposited in a separate 
box, but were not counted. The friends of 
Mr. Morris had the party machinery in 
Gilmer, Mr. Tye said, and they used it. 

The afternoon of the election, accord- 
ing to an-affidavit in possession of the 
respondent, M Tye said, Mr. Morris 
telegraphed to a friend of his named Cox 
in Gilmer county, giving him the number 
of votes he had received in each county 
of the circuit and: saying in substance, 
“Give me 600 or 700 majority in Gilmer 
county and I'll win.”’ 

“We kept ab on them up there,” Mr._ 
Tye said, ‘or you may be sure the 600 of 
700 majority would have been forthcom- 
ing.”’ 

“We have affidavits to the effect that 
Mr. Morris purchased votes in Cobb coun- 
ty,”’ Mr. Tye said, ‘‘paying $5, $10, $15 
and $25 for them as the case may be. 
These affidavits,.some of them, say that 
Mr. Morris not only purchased votes, but 
that he bought them and paid the money 
aimseif.”’ : 

Mr. Tye read several of the affidavits 
on this: subject, : 
Awtrey, of Cobb, who said Mr. Morris 
told him he was going to purchase cer- 
tain votes and that he would fight him for 
ordinary fn the event he took a hand in 
the j@ceship contest in favor of Judge 
Gober. Several other affidavits were filed 
charging the use of mongy in Fannin and 
Cobb counties on the part of Mr. Morris. 

Mr. Tye conclufed by calling attention 
to the rule of the state committee which 
declares that no candidatte who purchased 
votes should be entitled to the nomina- 
tion. . 

Judge Atkinson’s Statement. 

Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, in opening 
his argument for Judge Gober, said he 
desired to apply a legal rule to the case, 
which is that there is alWays a presump- 
tion of the integrity of officia] action. 
He applied this principle to the consoli- 
dation of the vote and declaration of 
the result in Fannin county. Mr. Mor- 
ris, he declared, had not specified a sin- 
gle ballot which had been illegally cast. 
He held that the state committee had no 
jurisdiction whatever to pass upon the 
contest. The committee, he gaid, under 
its own Trules, had appellate jurisdiction

It could only hear contests on 
appeal from the county committees. It 
has no authority to procure testimony; 
it cannot coifimit the consclence Of any 
living man upon any proposition. it 
cannot codMmpel ‘the attendance of a wit- 
ness nor-can It aaminfster an oath. Un- 
der the rules the state committee can 
only. hear an appeal from a decision of a 
county committee, where a vote is chal- 
lenged and rejected. The legality of a 
particular vote is the thing that can be 
appealed from . 

“Now, there is not a single vote that 


has been challenged,”’ Judge Atkinson de- — 


clared, “‘nor is there any single instance 
of this kind upon which this appeal is 
based.’’ 

Judge Atkinson declared there could 
be no appeal under the rules of the state 
committee where the county committee 
had refused to act as in this case. There 
can be no contest unless the alleged 
illegal votes are specified, Judge Atkinson 
gaid. No vote can be disfranchised with- 
Out giving him an opportunity to be 
heard. There never was any contest 
filed, he said, before the Fannin county 
committee, and nothing was ever pre- 
sented but this notice of a contest. If 
the contestant had gone into court and 
procured a mandamus against the count- 
ing of this vote in Fannin, then he could 
have come before the state committee 
with the record of the court behind him. 
and there, would have been something to 
go on. Judge Atkinson claimed that the 
contestant did, in fact, have two repre- 
Sentatives at the polls in Fanntn. 

Sommittee Without Power. 
. This committee has no power, Judge 
Atkinson declared, to disfrarichise anv 
citizen upoh ex parte statements, not 
under oath. Nor did Judge Atkinson 
think there was any power on earth 


that would admit the committee to the 


ballot box in arder to recount the vote 
or for any other purpose. 

While he did not ‘believe the committee 
had any power to go behind the returns 
from Fannin, still assuming that it did, 
there was no more flagrant case of fraud 
than in Gilmer county, where the names 
of voters favorable to Gober Were elim- 
inated until out of a registration of 2,100, 
there were only 800 voters’ names on the 
registration lists which were sent te the 
polls. Judeg Gober, he said, had been 
refused representation at the polls he- 
cause he failed to come within the so- 
called ten-day limit. There !s no sueh 
thing as a ten-day Hmit regarding such 
representation in the rules of the state 
committee, Judge Atkinson declared. Un- 
der rule 7, when a request for represen- 
tation is Made, it becomes the duty of 
the county committee to give such cav- 
didate representation asked. 

Judge Atkinson spoke at some length 
on the 250 Gober votes in Gilmer coun- 
ty which were not counted. He said 
there was an affidavit about negro votes 
having been cast in Vorsyth county, but 
he said, was not a question in- 
volved in the contest. He said there 
might be some reason for the action 0f 
Gilmer toward Judge Gober, ‘because 
he would not permit certain parties there 
to name the jury commissioners and 
thus pollute the streams through which 
justice flows.’’ 

Judge Atkinson, when asked as to evi- 
dence of yote buying, read an affidavit of 
T. W. Andrews, who said N. A. Morris, 
on April !2, pald him $12 to vote for 
him in the primary; that he (Andrews) 
intended to vote for Gober, Dut he 
‘needed the money,’’. took it and voted 
for Morris. Judge Atkinson said there 
Were Many other afMlavits of the same 
kind. 

Rosser: Concludes for Morris 


Luther Z. Rosser concluded the argu- 
ment in behal? ot Mr ealasris. If the 


committee haa made up its mind that it | 


Wag not going into this investigation, 
there was no use in his making any ar- 
gument. He had no hope of convincing 
Mr. Tye or Judge Atkinson, but he did 
hope to convince the gentlemen of the 
committee. 

Mr. Rosser read from Chairman Brown’s 
call. The committee, he Said, was not 
here to hear the appeal, but under the 
call only to fix a time and place, and 
to prescribe rules and regulations for 
hearing this contest. The question Was 
whether thefe was enough brought to 
the attention of the committee to sug- 
gest fraud and illegality which ought to 
be investigated. ‘‘We claim the commit- 
tee should name a time and a place to 
hear this investigation.” 

Mr, Rosser said he had not attacked 
the committee, but had only suggested 
kindly and courteously that there were 
two members of this committee who 
should not serve because they had taken 
active part in the campaign. 

If it were required that a contest should 
be filed in the shape stated by Judge At- 
kinson, it would be manifestly impos- 
sible to get such a contest in shape in 
time to stop the counting of the vote. 
There could be nothing filed in so short 
a time but the notice of 'a contest, and 
that should Stop tie count until an in- 
vestigation could be had.

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The difficulties of gétting a useful in- 
vention taken up by large corporations, 
especially railroads, were explained yes- 
terday by a prominent inventor, who is 
stopping at the Piedmont. For obvious 
reasons, his name will not be mentioned, 
as he still has large dealings with rail- 
roads. 

“My first experience with ‘graft’ was 
secon after I had patented my first in- 
vention,"”’ he remarked, ‘This invention 
was an ash pan for railroad locomo- 
tives, a device by which the coal wasted 
in using an ordinary pan would be 
saved. 

“There ought to have been, at léast, 
$1,000,000 in that for me, and if every- 
thing had gone right I would have clean- 
ed up that amount in- less. than five 
years, I met with great success /n the 
beginning, placing my pans on all the 
engines on one-half of a great railroad 
system. 

“Tl had about completed arrangemerts 
to install the device on the other divis- 
fons of the system when it was reported 
to me that I had better ‘see’ the high 
up on that part of the road. I[ was 
given to understand that unless I put 
up $10,000 or more for him I was likely 
to have trouble. 

“Well, I had never allowed any man to 
deliberately hold me up in, business, and 
J determined that I wouldn't do so in 
this instance. Then, too, I was very 
strong with the owners of the road, and 
thought my position was fixed and too 
strong for this subordinate official to 
hurt me any. So I went ahead and in- 
stalled the ash pans On his part of the 
system. 

“There were two or three hundred lo- 
comotives in his territory, and every one 
of them was equipped with my ash pan, 
every ash pan being brand-ngw and in 
the very best of shape. I was confident 
and didn’t care a continental what the 
official over there thought about my not 
bribing him. 

“But it wasn’t long before a Lapa pus 

a was set on fire by an engine us~ 
et one of my pans. About $20,000 
worth-of lumber went up in smoke. I 
was confident from all I could learn that 
the pan had been tampered with and that 
purposely, but I couldn’t prove that. 
This big fire was followed by others, all 
on the part of the system under tne 
control of the man whom I had refused 
to bribe. On the remainder of the road 
the pans were giving perfect satisfaction 
and saving the road large sums of 
money. 

‘But, finally, damage suits, based on 
the fires, were filed, and the lumber yard 
case was tried and lost by the railroad. 
1 was then informed that they would 
have to do away with the pans, the 
chief engineer of the road saying at the 
time: ‘I can’t understand w@y we have 
had trouble on one division and the 
yang On the other divsion have worked 
to our complete satisfaction. But. we 
have lost more money in damage suits 
thar, the pans saved us in coal, so we'll 
have to abandon them altogether.’ 

“T went to work at once to get other 
roads to take my pans, but discovered 
that I hd not only lost out with .the 
first road, but with all others, the rest 
having heard of the fires. 

“Since then the inventions I have push- 
ed have been those that could not be in- 
terefreqd with. The others I have kept 
hands off. 

“Several persons have come to me with 
refrigerating devices, that is, a system 
whereby a refrigerating machine in one 
car could supply cold air to an entire 
train loaded with meat, fruit. milk or 
other perishable freight.

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Freight Discriminations Against

The history ,of Atlanta’s struggle 
for justice in the matter of freight 
rates dates back almost t the 
founding of the city. She had scarcely 
ceased to be Marthasville when her 
ambitious citizens,-in convention as- 
sembled, formally and with character- 
istic earnestmess addressed a “round 
robin” to the railroads, - protesting 
ag@nst freight discriminations. 

Atlanta, essentially a railroad town, 
owing her origin and, in large degree, 


her remarkable .progress to her ad- | 


mirable railroad connections, has ever 
beén placed at a disadvantage in in- 
dustrial and commercial competition 
with other cities by reason of the 


freight tariffs against which she has 
had to contend. Her splendid upbuild- 
ing in the face of such a decided ob- 
stacle chaflenges peculiar admiration 
for the stuff of which “the Atlanta 
spirit’’ is made. | | 
The latest chapter in the long his- 
tory of the Gate City’s struggle for 
sportation equity was written by 
Atlanta chamber of commerce 
Tuesday night. The enthusiastic 
meeting of that body, devoted to At- 
lanta’s needs in this regard, will 
serve to focus public attention upon 
the disadvantages under which our 
city continues to labor. The pro- 
posed partial remedy, indorsed by 
the chamber of commerce, to ex- 
tend the “state road” from At- 
lanta to the sea, is also as old 
as the controversy itself. The 
Constitution has advocated the 
plan for years, believing the ex- 
tension would prove not only of im- 
mense benefit to Atlanta, but to the 
finances of the state of Georgia. We 
have always contended that it was a 
bad day for the state treasury when 
Georgia sold the old Macon and Bruns- 
wick railroad in the sevefties. The 
completion of that quondam state en- 
terprise, as originally projected, 
would have given us exactly what 
we are so intent on having today. 
However, the construction of the Pan- 
ama canal offers a new hope to state 
road extension enthusiasts, and there 
is reason to believe their arguments 
will have added force from this cause. 
The agitation of the great project is 
opportune, and, in Atlanta, at least, 
there will be no division of sentiment 


on the proposition. Atlanta’s towline | 


is always out for another railroad, and 
any enterprise of the kind that prom- 
ises freight rate relief through com- 
petition can depend on “the Atlanta 
spirit” to boost it. 

That the business interests of At- 
lanta need relief in the matter 
of freight tariffs is self-evident. 
A few of the figures quoted be- 
fore the chamber of commerce Tues- 
day night are illuminative. Consider 
—analyze—the tariff of $1.47 per 100 
pounds on freight from Chicago to 
Atlanta, in connection with that of 
$1.35 from Chicago to Jacksonville, 
via Atlanta. Is that rate just to At- 
lanta? Can it be explained or, de 
fended by any specious logic? Does 
it stand to reason that freight can be 
hauled 300 miles beyond Atlanta for 
less money than if Atlanta were its 


swer that the seeming discrimination 
is made necessary by the fact that 
Jacksonville enjoyS water ‘competi- 
tion, which must be met. Of course, 
the water competition between Chica- 


go and Jacksonville is largely on pa- 


per—on the map. A water trip via 
the great lakes, the St. Lawrence and 
Atlantic to Jacksonville would be the 


next thing to rounding the Horn. But 


the water competition has force to the 
extent that it can divert traffic away 
from Chicago in favor of New York. 


Jacksonville, without railroad allow- 


ances for the water rate from New 
York, would buy in New York. 

The question then is, is it fair to 
place Atlanta at such a palpable dis- 
advantage because she is inland? Is 
the freight schedule fixed with a nice 
regard for the equities involved as 
concerns Atlanta and her inland com- 
petitors? Here is where Atlanta feels 
she is distinctly discriminated against. 
The freight schedule, Atlanta con- 
tends, will show that much smaller 
towns within her trade zone, and in- 
land towns, too, are enjoying cheap- 
er freight rates than the metropolis 
of the southeast. Chattanooga, which 
also has water competition by round- 
ing the Horn, has a transportation ad- 
vantage over Atlanta all out of pro- 
portion to her geographical] location 
and railroad connections. The state- 
ment made by a prominent Atlanta 
manufacturer, Tuesday night, that he 
could operate his plant at Chattanooga 
at a saving of 6 per cent on his cap- 
ital, because of the discriminations 
against his line of freight, is signifi- 
cant. Sx per cent is a fair interest 
on most investments, and Chattanooga 
is near enough to be a suburb of 
Greater Atlanta. 

The chamber of commerce will co- 
operate fully with the Atlanta freight 
bureau before the state railroad com- 
mission to press the matter of read- 
justing the freight tariffs to a parity 
with the rates enjoyed by competing 
centers. It is earnestly hoped. the 
campaign along this line will bring re- 
sults and that the concerted efforts of 
Atlantans to this end will result in a 
reopening of the matter by the rail- 
roads at interest. The interests of 
Atlanta and the f{mportant railroads 
centering here ought not to be antag: 
onistic, but in a large degree mutual. 
The city has always dealt fairly with 
the railroads, and in many respects 
the railroads have added to the pres- 
tige of Atlanta. It would seem that 
they ought to be able to “get to- 
gether,” on the freight rate propos:- 
tion, assuming that the railroads are 
friendly to the continued growth and 
commercial development of the Gate 
City, as they have a selfish interest 
in being, surely. Reduced freight 
rates would soon vastly increase the 


freightage to and from Atlanta, more | 


At- | 


The railroads will amr- 


| than compensating the carriers for 


the temporary loss incident to the 
reduction. 

The Constitution believes, now that 
the rates have been shown to discrim- 
inate against Atlanta, that the rail- 
roads will me2t the city in a spirit of 
fairness and that a satisfactory ad- 
justment will be reached.

“Scientific Morality.” 

-We are beginning to have suspicions 
that Thee Washington Post is not as 
happy as its editorial paragraphs, 
which are both frolicsome and humor- 
ous, would kead the casual reader to 
believe. It is cheerful, to be sure, 
but cheerfulness {s freequently one of 
the various aspects of Christian resig- 
nation and meekness; we ean be cheer- 
ful, and yet not quite happy. We can 
look forth on ths2 world about us, and 
feel sad at the sight that is presented, 
but feel, nevertheless, that it is better 
for all concernted if we can summon 
cheerfulness to our aid. 

On many occasions, as our readers 
know, The Constitution has protested 
against the efforts of the scientists 
to belittle the Bible, feeling that 
if the Book which contains the 
revelation that has been vouch- 


safed to man by the Most ‘High™ 


is dragged down to the level of 
a mere piece of literature, millions of 
honest and earnest Christians will be 
bereft of all the authority they have 
for believing in the religion which is 
now their chief support and comfort. 
This attitude on the part of The Con- 
stitution has been somewhat disturb- 
ing to our Washington contemporary, 
and it has endeavored to soothe our 
fears and apprehensions by declaring 
that the world is a great deal better 
now than it has been; that it is pro- 
gsressing forward and not backward, 
and that the genius of civilization is 
bearing aloft the torch of practical 
benevolence and of morality. 

All this, of course, is not to be de- 
nied, for The Post is speaking of the 
results of Christian civilization, of 
Christian benevolence and morality, 
and of nothing else under the sun. All 
these things are the outcome, so far 
as the Protestants are concerned, of 
a very active belief in the Bible, and 
of a very vigorous faith in revealed 
religion as it is recorded in that Book. 
There ig no disputing the contention 
of The Post, for all its declarations 
travel one way. The conditions to 
which it points with pride and admira- 
tion are all the results of the manifold 
operations of the Christian spirit, as 
developed by a hearty belief in the 
inspiration of the Bible, and faith in 
the system embodied therein. 

As for the advance in science and 
the arts which seems’ so impressive to 
our contemporary, we are not sure 
that the ground is firm; it all depends 
on what is meant by the advance in 
science and the arts. If The Post 
means by science our. systematized 
knowledge of things, we have no quar- 
rel with it, but if it means to include 
under that term all the crude specula- 
tions and theories that masquerade 
under the name of science, we must 
enter a mild protest; and if our pro- 
test is calculated to irritate our con- 
temporary, we must take if for grani- 
ed, forthwith, that however expert the 
editor may be in politics of one sort 
and another, he has so far failed to 
keep-up with many of the claims of 
those who, without any reason what- 
ever, call themselves “scientists.” 

We shall refer here to only one ex- 
ample of the sort of scientific teaching 
to which we object, though the periodi- 
cals of the day would afford a multi- 
tude of specimens were it necessary to 
reproduce them. The latest number of 
The Westminster Review contains an 
article from the pen of Dr. Gore, which 
he is pleased to entitle “The Coming 
Scientific Morality.” The only reality 
in the world, says the author, is “move- 
ment, external, without beginning, the 
cause of each and every change.” 
Against this external movement, we 
are powerless; our seeming volition 
has no influence on it; we “are nearly 
as helpless in the power of universal 
energy as the dust of a road is in the 
rush of a hurricane.” According to Dr. 
Gore, the universe is a perfect ma- 
chine, and, therefore, there can be no 
such thing as evil; there is no distine- 
tion between moral and immoral acts! 
In this condition of things lies a 
“sound basis for the much desired gov- 
ernment by love,” says Dr. Gore, 
though how love can be controlled, in 
the face of this rush of external en- 
ergy—how it can be brought to the 
efficfency necessary for governing—is 
a mystery that the learned “scientist” 
leaves to the reader. He is content to 
make it the basis of “the coming scien- 
tific morality.” 7 

We object to the refurbishing of 
heathen speculations and setting them 
forth as the results or as the crea- 
tions or suggestions of modern 
science. To bring forward such claims 
in the name of science is to insult her 
real disciples in the market-place; 
and to say that there is no such thing 
‘as evil, because the universe is a per- 
fect machine is the same as saying 
that mankind has no conscience to 
alarm its midnight thoughts, and no 
intelligence with which to contemplate 
and enjoy the beauties that lie all 
around us. 

‘But, as our readers have, doubtless, 
perceived, the pagan speculations and 
theories of Dr. Gore run parallel with 
the suggestions that The Washington 
Post is constantly putting forward 
when a protest is made against the de- 
structive criticism of the Bible that 
has been going on so long. Our con- 
temporary endeavors to reassure us by

We have never been able to see 
what science hopes to gain by run- 
ning counter to religion, or by attempt- 
ing to show that the Bible is a mere 
collection of myths, fables and fairy 
tales; or how that can be called 
science which starts out to prove a 
preconceived notion, and continues to 
work toward it in spite of all evidence 
to the contrary; or why scientists: or 
anybody else should be anxious to de- 
stroy the foundations of the faith of a 
large body of Christians. |

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From the Seat cf War. 


Late developments in the Far East 
show how little confidence is to be 
placed in news that is sent out from 
pro-Russian sources.- As late as last 
Friday telegrams were sent out from 
St. Petersburg announcing that 
the Japanese troops had been re- 
pulsed in their efforts to cross 
the Yalu, and that only an in- 
significant number had been abie 
to reach the Manchurian bank. More- 
over, it was‘reported that two Japa 
| nese gunboats that had come to the 
assistance of the trgops found the fire 
from the land se too hot for 
them, and had turned back to get out 
of range. 

We now know that when these dis- 
patches were sent out, at least one di- 
vision of the Japanese army had 
crossed the river and engaged the 
Russian troops in the first real land 
battle of the war. As the result of that 
engagement, the Russians, although 
occupying strongly fortified positions, 
“were compelled to retreat in the ut- 
most disorder. Some of their guns 
were captured before they had been 
fired, ani were turned upon them with 
disastrous results. 

The troops which were defeated 
with such apparent ease, had been as- 
signed to their positions by General Ku- 
ropatkin, and it was necessary to the 
safety of Port Arthur that they should 
maintain the ground they held. But 
they were whirled away by. the irre- 
sistible onslaughts of the little yellow 
men, and the only thing they could do 
was to destroy the town of Antung 
by fire, a piece of business that shows 
what shape the savage desire for ven- 
geance may be expected to take when 
it finds itself stirred by a knowledge 
of its impotency. : 

Meanwhile, it is easy to perceive 
that the victory gained by the Japa- 
nese isof far reaching effect. It 
means the capture of Port Arthur 
without the expenditure of so. muca 
as adollar’s worth of ammunition, 
should the Japanese care for this sort 
of economy. For that important point 
is now in a state of isolation, cut off 
from the source of its supplies, and its 
capture by the Japanese is now only a 
matter of a very few weeks, should 
they care to call to their aid the old, 
old enemy of those who are besieged— 
famine. 

Nor is the Russian army in the field 
in a much more hopeful situation. It 
is obliged to depend for its supplies on 
a single line of railway, which is not 
equal to the task of transporting rein- 
forcements and the food necessary to 


most part, the troops, if their numbers 
continue to increase, will have to de- 
pend on their ability to forage on the 
country which they occupy. When 
this practice is once begun, as it soon 
must be, there is no telling how quick- 
ly the Manchurians will be in a state 
of revolt. It is said that they are a 
long suffering people, but warlike 
when once aroused, and they may at- 
tack both armies in turn, by way of 
reprisal. : 
Whatever be the upshot of the game 
that is now on, it has been demon- 
strated that the Japanese are as en- 
terprising on land as they are on the 
sea. The recent rout of the Russians 


men have had to demonstrate their 
efficiency when pitted against the sol- 
diers of a nation seasoned to war; 
and the tactics of their commanders 
show that they are not inferior to 
men who, by means of larger opportu- 
nities, have won greater reputations.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


W. E Wimpy’s Reply to Rev. Mr. 
Cary. 

Editor Consfitution: In your {issue of 
May 34 the following extract appears 
from Rev. C. C. Cary: “In The Consti- 
tution of Friday, April 28, W. E. Wim- 
py takes direct issues with Rev. Mr. 
Barnard upon the question of the mod- 
éfn dance and makes an effort to bring 
the Scriptures to the support of the 
dance as it is now carried on.” 

“It ts rather late in the day for one 
to rise up in defense of this wordly in- 
stitution, engaged in and run exclusively 
by worldly minded people, but it is a 
matter of surprise that any one shouid go 
so far ag to seek to make the word of 
God favor the dance.’’ Then here the 
surprising words of Rev. Mr. Cary: 
“Dancing ig not wrong because the 
churches oppose it. The churches have 
no right to make that wrong which the 
Scriptures declare is right.’’ Again, he 
says: ‘‘Many Scriptures are quoted by 
this gentleman, but he strangely enough 
overlooks too very important facts about 
the dancing about which the Bible 
speaks, the dancing mentioned in the BI- 
ble generally was a religious exercise.” 

Another surprise. [] said: ‘Dancing 
is used .throughoat the divine writings as 
a mark of rejoicing and praise.” Does 
thig sound like “it was the shameful and 
hellish sin of danggng’’ or “all such 
cursed things?’ Again. the reverend 
says, “When people quote the Bible in 
favor of dancing let them be fair enough 
to gtate the whole case and give the real 
facts about the matter, then will we 
abide the decision of the Scriptures, but 
not ofherwlise.’’ 

As a@ reader of The Constitution the 
writer does not recall a more beautiful 
and appropriate reference to the Rev. 
Barnard and his sermon than thig trib- 
ute, made by his friend, though no doubt 
unwittingly. The reverend’s reference to 
ministers, pioug people and other members 
of the church not being permitted to 
dance is anothér “surprise.’””’ He should 
know that the obligation of the churches 
when administered forbids. “Oh, consist- 
ency, thou art a jewel.”” The reverend 
Starts his article off: “W. E. Wimpy 
takes direct ‘issue’ with Mr. Barnard, 
etc.”” One would suppose he was going 
to defend the “‘issue’’ of Mr. Barnard. 
But, alas! I ask any reader whé ts in- 
terested to get The Constitution. He 
winds up by again mentioning his 
friend in these words: “Let me say 
the position taken by Mr. Barnard will 
stand as long as the Bible remains as 
it ls and just so long as Vital religion 
is unchanged. And he is to be heartily 
approved for taking such an open and 
pronounced stand against the dance, 
which is so hurtful to scriptural piety 
and hrtful to womanly modesty.”

pany at Augusta 

Augusta, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)—The 
Augusta and Elberton Railway Company 
was organized at a meeting of the stock- 
holders held in this city this afternoon 
at 3 o’clock, with the youngest president 
of any railroad in the United States. The 
president selected is Bruce Young, a 
prominent young attorney of this city 
and a son of Captain William B. Young, 
president of the National Exchange bank 
and the Augusta Savings bank. Mr. Young 
is not yet twenty-five years of age, but 
has shown remarkable aptitude in busi- 
ness and the law. : 

The board of directors elected at the 
stockholders’ meeting is as follows: C. 
Bruce Young, F. T. Lockhart, J. E. Ho- 
gan, W. C. Wardlaw, A. F. Heath, R. E. 
Ramsey and John Zellars. The first four 
gentlemen are from Augusta and the 
other three from Columbia and Lincoln 
counties. 

Construction of the road will begin June 
1 and the first 20 miles wil] have trains 
running over it December |. The rapidity 
of the construction of the first 20 miles 
is rendered possible by the fact that the 
roadbed for this length has already been 
graded by the old Augusta and Chatta- 
nooga road and has been bought bythe 
Augusta and Eiberton. \ 

The rails for the road are about bought 
and the company is now in the market 
for rolling stock.

CZAR’S CHIEF 
OF FINANCE 


M. Kokovzoff Has To Raise 
the Money To Carry on. 
the War, 


In the course of the last few months 


the Russian ministry of finance has seen 
no fewer than three chiefs. M. de Witte 
had to give Way to M. Pleske, and now 
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M. KOKOVZOFF, 
New Minister of Finance. 
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M. Pleske has béen followed by M. Ko- 
kovzoff. The new minister, whose Chris- 
tian names Viadimir Nicolaievitch, 
belongs by birth to the Russian nobility 
He was educated at the Imperial Alex- 
ander Lyceum, and after taking his de- 


are 


grees entered the ministry of justice. 
Here he filled in succession the posts of 
secretary of the statistical and criminal 
sections. In 1878 he was sent abroad 
to study foreign prison systems. On his 
return he entered the ministry of the in- 
terior and was appointed a chief tnspec- 
tor in the central prison department. 
Here he remained eight years. He did 
excellent work in reforming the Russian 
prison system, and especially in connec- 
tion with the imperial committee formed 
to build a new and model prison in 8St. 
Petersburg. At the same time he pre- 
pared a new edition of the “statutes re- 
lating to convicts and prisoners.” In 


1890 he was appointed assistant to the 
imperial secretary of the council of state 


and president of the economic commit- 
tee of the tmperial chancery. Four years 
later he became secretary of-~state in 
the department of state economy, and in 
1895 he was appointed assistant to the 
imperial secretary. A year later he was 
transferred with the same rank to the 
ministry of finance. Here he distin- 
guished himself as one of the ablest col- 
leagues of M. de Witte. It was hd, who 
undertook, on behalf of his chief, the 
far-reaching inquiries into the agricul- 
tural needs of the central provinces 
which gave rise to so much hope in Rus- 
slg about a year ago.

Ané it was over these columns of fig- 
ures and facts and the knowledge of 
grades and the knowledge also of the 
demands of the people both for through 
trains and those patronized by commu- 
ters, that these generals and captains and 
Heutenants of the army of railroad men 
sat in the hotel room ‘and arranged the 
times of trains leaving to and from the 
seashore and mountains that most of the 
readers of this story will miss during the 
coming months of vacation time. 

‘“Wouldn’t it be posstble to arrange 
some kind of a schedule that would pre- 
vent the missing of trains and the mak- 
ing of excuses at the office?’ asked the 
reporter to one of the officials. 

“T don’t believe.’’ replied the railroad 
man, “that any superintendent or con- 
ference of superintendents ever accom- 
plished that much unless it was Supetin- 
fendent Solomon, when he ran his sum- 
mer schedule for occasional excursions 
out to the cedars of Lebanon. You see if 
we had to allow for the time it takes 
the summer man to say goodby to the 
girl he leaves behind, we would simply 
have to run one train each day, and 
that train would have to leave about noon 
on the day after the schedule, and then 
the chances are that the summer man 
‘would have to run back for a last leaves- 
taking and miss it after all.’* ;

Timothy Goings Wants $30,000 
Damages from Convict Lessees 


Buit To Be Filed Against Chattahoo- 
chee Brick Company This Morn- 


ing—Goings Is Convict Who 
Had Habeas Corpus Pro- 
ceedings Last Month.

Timothy Goings, an ex-convict, will, 
through hig attorney, Henry Walker, of 
Rome; file a suit this morning against 
the Chattahoochee Brick Company for 
$30,000 damages. The suit is a most 
unique one and probably the first one of 
its kind in the state. 

The suit grows out of the claim made 
by Goings that he was unlawfully held 
as a prisoner by the brick company for 
a period of eleven and a half months. 


into considerable public notice because of 
a writ of habeag corpus taken out in 
his behalf. The writ was sustained by 
Judge Lumpkin and Goings was given his 
liberty. 7 

The petition to be filed this morning in 
which he asks heavy damages contains 
some remarkable allegations, : 

It ig stated that Goings was sentenced 
to two terms, one for two and the other 
for three years. Both sentences specified 
that the period should begin from the 
tinfe he was delivered into custody. This 
was done on March !6, 1901. He was 
released on Apri] !, 1904, on the habeas 
corpus writ. It is claimeq that under 
the law he ought to have been released 
eleven and a half months sooner than 
he was as he had that much time to 
his credit for good behavior. 


Curious Legal Contention. 


“In this claim for time allowance for 
g00d behavior there comes in a very 
curious legal contention. The petition 
says that while Goings served his two 
sentences concurrently, yet he in realty 
served five years, because during the first 
two years he served the two years’ sen- 
tence, and also served two years of the 
three years’ sentence, serving four years 
altogether. It is argued therefore that 
he should have been credited with good 
behavior time for the whole five years, 
making eleven and a half months. 

The plaintiff wants a¢tual damages for 
services at $50 a month, making $575. 
He next asks for $10,000, alleging that he 
was held in a state of peonage; he asks 
for $10,000 more, alleging that he was 
“humiliated by being shackled and forced 
to sleep among low criminals when: he 
was a free man by right;” alleging that 
he was “falsely imprisoned” he asks an- 
other $10,000; alleging that he was made 
“ill by his confinement” the asks for 
$1,000; then he asks for attorneys’ fees 
and damages for alleged tedious litiga- 
tions, making another $1,100. 

Among the indignities Goings claims he 
was subjected to when held in alleged 
peonage, was his being made to sleep 
on beds which were said to have been 
inhabit#l by vermin. Along this line the 
petition says: 


Why He Wants Damages. 

‘During said period the defendant ‘cor- 
poration forced him to render unto it 
Caily, Sunday excepted, of times when 
physically unable to toil, hard labor and 
exacting tasks, whilst clothed in a felon’s 
garb, with chain and shackle fastened 
to his leg and ankle, Every night for 
said eleven and one-FMlf months he was 
compelled to stay in said stockade with 
shackles on his legs, amidst the worst 
felons in the state prison, convicted of 
every offense known to criminal law. 
During summer of 1903 he was compell- 
ed to sleep on a_ bed infested with 
chinches, becoming a prey to a swarm of 
pests and vermin. Amidst these envi- 
ronments, petitioner, a citizen of Geor- 
gia, involuntarily spent eleven and one- 
half months, the best part of his life, 
eating, sleeping, waking and walking 
with hardened and debased felons whilst 
a free man, in a land of constitutional 
liberty and statutory protection.”’ 

As Goings’ habeas corpus case azainst 
the brick company, the state prison com- 
mission and Fulton county created some- 
thing of a sensation, the new turn the 
remarkable suit has taken will be watch- 
ed with considerable interest.

Thirty-first General Conference in 
: Session at Los Angeles. 

Los Angeles, Cal., May 4.—The thirty- 
first general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church opened at Hazard’s pa- 
vilion in this city today. When Senior 
Bishop Stephen M. Merrill walked to the 
front of the stage and rapped for or- 
der he faced one of the most notable 
gatherings of churchmen in the history 
of Protestantism in America. | 

Seated in the auditorium proper were 
798 representatives of Methodism gath- 
ered from the four quarters of the earth. 
Upon the stage were the governor of 
California, the mayor of Los Angeles, 
representative citizens of southern Cali- 
fornia and leaders of Methodism in this 
end of the continent, ready to extend a 
welcome on behalf of the state, the city 
and the church.

COL. WOODWARD 
MAKES REPORT 


Is Pleased with the Work 
of New Pump © 
Valves, 


During the regular meating of the 
board of water commissioners yesterday 
afternoon Colonel Park Woodward, gen- 
eral manager of the water works sys- 
tem, made a report upon the fresult of 
| his observation of the new pump valves 
which he had been recommending for 
the Chattahoochee pumping station for 
years, and which were purchased and 
installed under the direction of the pres- 
ent water board. : 

The report of Colonel Woodward con- 
cludes as follows: 

“As previously mentioned the water 
receipts for the first four months of the 
wear i994 were $7,428.99 more than 
for-a corresponding period of 1903, which 
indicates a greater consumption of water 
during this time for i904. 

“The fact of the case in question {fs 
that a grea.er amount of water is cred- 
ited as being pumped and consumed dur- 
ing the period of 1903 than was actually 
pumped, due entirely to the condition of 
plunger rings and old valves; and if the 
consumption or pumpage for period of 
1903 be calculated from receipts during 
same period at the same rate as for 
period of 1904, the consumption or es- 
timated actual amount of water pumped 
would be per month 223,569,080 gallons, 
and the coal that should have been con- 
sumed per month, calculated at same 
rate per pound, would be 718,871 pounds. 

“The actual amount of coal as charged 
»per month is 902,000 pounds, or a dif- 
ference of 83,129 pounds, equal to 
41 6-10 tons. 

“This 4! 5-10 tons per month is the 
amount of coal that was used, not for 
the water pumped, but for simply oper- 
ating engine at the speed necessary to 
deliver the estimated quantity of water: 
or, in other words, the loss of fuel by 
reason of the unnecessary slip and leak- 
ages of plunger rings and pump valves. 

“The cost of 41 5-10 tons of coal per 
month at $2.55 per ton would equa) 
$1,269.60 for one year, and when added 
to the amount of actual saving $2,568 
would be $3,837.60, or the actual savine 
of fuel per year by reason of the use 
of new valves and rings as based upon 
the comparison of first four months ‘of 
the years of 1903 and 1904. Respect-

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CANAL PROPERTY ON ISTHMUS 
UNDER UNITED STATES FLAG 
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CANAL COMMISSION ON THE ISTHMUS. 
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ANAMA, May 4.—The United States 

canal commission today took form- 

al possession of the canal route and 

of the property of the Panama Canal 
Company. 

William W. Russell, the retiring minis- 
ter to Panama (recently appointed United 
States minister to Colombia); Secretary 
Lee, of the United States legation, and 
Dr. Pierce, superintendent of .the sanft- 
tation work, were among those present. 

From today the canal works will be 
under the direction of Major Bark 
Brooke, of the engineer corps of the 
Tinited States army, who represented the 
canal commission at the ceremony of the 
transfer. 

Immediately after the transfer the 
United States flag was thoisted over the 
legation and over the canal offices in the 
Catbedral plaza. 


Enox Reports on Transfer. 
Washington, May 4.—The president has 
feceived the following report from the 
attorney generai on the Panama canal 


transfer: 

‘Department of Justice, May 4, 1904.— 
The President: I have the honor to re- 
port that I have made @n arrangement 
with the new Panama Canal Company 
and Morgan & Co. whereby Morgan & 
Go. have been designated agents to make 
the transfer of the money due Dy the 
United States to the canal company. 

*“The $40,000,000 ts to be deposited with 
Morgan & Co at once, upon the delivery 
by the canal company to the United 
States of all the property included in the 
purchase. So that the deposit of $40,- 
000,000 with Morgan & Co. by the United 
States is accepted by the canal company 
as equivalent to ea payment for the pur- 
posee of a delivery of the property to the 
United Stutes. 

“Owing to the fact that a part of this 
money is due to the liquidators of the 
old company under an arbitration au- 
thorized and subsequently confirmed by 
the Frenah courts, all parties entitled to 
the Money agreed that if Morgan & Co.

property need not wait actua] payment.. 

“Morgan & Co. will make the distribu- 
tion as follows: . 

“They will place 20,000,000 francs in 
the Bank of France to the credit of 
Jean Pierre Gautron, the liquidator of 
the old Panama Canal. Company. 

“This represents the value of the Pan- 
ama Tailroad shares, the title to which 
was not to pass to to the new company 
until the completion of the canal unless 
20,000,000 francs were paid therefor to 
the liquidator of the old company. 

“Five million francs will be paid into 
the Bank of France to the credit of the 
new Panama Canal Company,.which, un- 
der the award of the arbitrators, is due 
to the new company to reimburse it for 
the 5,000,000 francs paid in April, 1900, 
for the extension of the concession. Of 
the remainder of the $40,000,000 40 per 
cent thereof is to be paid into the Bank 
of France to the credit of the new com- 
pany and 60 per cent to the credit of the 
Mquidator of the old company as pro- 
vided by the decree of the French courts 
confirming the award of the arbitrators. 


' All Expenses Paid by French. 

“as this arrangement was made for 
the accommodation of the French pate 
ties, all expenses incident thereto are 
borne by them, and the United States !s 
protected from all costs whatever. 

“Stated concisely, the arrangement is 
that the French interests accept our de- 
posit with Morgan & Co. as equivalent to 
payment for all purposes of delivery of 
the property. 

‘The new Panama Canal Company, in 
liquidation, has given a mandate or 
power of aftorney to Recnaudin, their 
representative, upon the isthmus, with 
cofmplete instructions concerning the de- 
livery of the property. This department 
has cabled similarly to Major Brooke, 
who was designated by the honorable sec- 
retarv of war for that purpose to act 
for the government in accepting de- 
livery. 

“The canal company has likewise placed 
at the disposal of the United States thé 
personnel of its organization upon the 
isthmus for the purpose of temporary 
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engineer officer; Dr. 
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service in the preservation of the works 
and property pending the preparations 
by the canal commissien to undertake 
active operatfons. 

“IT have notified the commission of the 
situation and hing now remains to be 
done except to take possession of the 
property and direct the deposit of the 
consideration with Morgan & Co., in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the contract. 
Yours respectfully, P. Cc. KNOX, 

“Attorney General.” 

In connection ww” hese payments, it 
is said at the treasury department, that 
Morgan & Co. will be designated ag dis- 
bursing agents of the government. ana 
following the invariable rule in such 
cases, they will be required to deposit 
$40,000,000 in bonds as security to the 
government. 

The payment will be made as soon as 
the bonds have been received, which 
probably will be In a day or two.

Experts Cannot Agree. 


As the time draws near for a report of ¢ 


the experts, the feeling in the district 
grows better, on account of the general 
opinion that the parties can never agree 
on a basis of consolidation among them- 
selves, and that the three great proper- 
ties will be conducted independtntly as 
heretofore. 

It is said that the property of the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Com- 
pany are so much greater in value than 
the Republic Iron and Steet Company 
that in order to carry out an equitable 
consolidation some sort’ of a bond issue 
will have to be made by the Republic 
Iron Company, and this is thought to be 
impracticable. , 

From present indications there will be 
no consolidation of the large corporations 
in the near future, but the work of the 
experts will not be lost, ag it will give 
the basis of values of these corporations 
1.ot heretofore known—and if made pub- 
lic will astonish the country at the mag- 
nificence of their holdings. 

The experts are all. practical men in 
their line and their finding can be relied 
on with confidence that they have made 
an honest effort at valuations. 

The feeling of interest in the district 
is disappearing, as it was thought that 
consolidation meant the cessation of one 
or more of these large industries which 
have contributed so largely to the pros- 
perity of this district.

missioners and about fifty citizens went

The question ‘of ratification of the local 
taxation amendment its the most impor- 
tant one being discussed by the dele- 
| gates. Hon. W. H. Cobb, of Franklin 
county: Hon. R. L. Pain, of Walton, 
and G, W. Williams, of Laurens, have 
made speeches advocating the measure. 

Hon. W. B. Merritt, state school’ com- 
missioner, delivered his annual address 
this morning, as follows: 

Mr. Merritt cengratulated the county 
, superintendents om the progress of the 
) Schoo] work as shown by recent reports 

from the several counties. There were 
| 181 school houses built last year. This 
| does not include the school buildings 
erected in the-territory of the 100 local 
school systems, The average value of 
these 18! school houses is $450. Local 
systems built nine schoo] buildings, the 
average cost $8,368. 

The number of illiterates has been de- 
creased in five years 30,827, yet we have 
52.789 jlliterates between ten and eighteen 
years of age. ‘About one-third of these 
are white children. This total number of 
illiterates ig nearly equal to the entire 
school population of seven as large coun- 
ties as Laurens; our illiterates number 
more than the entire school population in 
sixteen counties the size of Twiggs county 
1and Twiggs seems to be a county of 
average size); the schoo] population of 
the fifth congressional district exclusive 
of the school population of local systems 
is not quite one-half the number of iI- 
literates in Georgia, 

School Population Increases. 

The recent school census shows an in- 
in school population of 42,307. 
We now have a school ropulation of 
703,177, with an apportionment of only 
$2.258 per capita. 

The school census of 1898 showed a 
decgease‘in illiteracy of 30,911; the re- 
cent school cagsus gives the decrease 
in illiteracy as 30,827. This shows an 
increase of illiterates of 84. Since the 
school population has increased 42,307 
there ig 2 decrease in the per cent of 
illiteracy. 

Te comparative number of pupils who 
pass through the common schoo] studies 
will best show what work the counties 
are doing in the way of common schoo! 
education. Im several counties reports 
indicate that very few pupils have passed 
beyond the Fourth Reader classes. 

Our uniform examinations for the 
schools of the state will test and stimu- 
late the work of pupils. We must be 
able to show the tax payers of the state 
that ,we are getting definite results and 
the best results possible for the children 
of the state. Records should be acces- 
sible which show the progress of every 
child in every study, and when he has 
completed the cOMmon school course he 
ehould have a certificate which will ad- 
mit him to any high school. 

We must raise our standards and get 
good results. The future citizens of the 
State and of the United States should 
have nothing less than the best that we 
can give them, and for their sake we 
must keep up with the progress of edu- 
cation in other states. The standards 
Ca high work everywhere are being rais- 
ed. Courses of study in high schools, 
colleges and technical schools are micv- 


ing along similar lines of progress. 


A Georgia congressman recently toid 
me that when he was trying to secure 
gOvernmeni positions for applicants from 
this state he visited the heads of de- 
partments at Washington to urge these 
appointments, and wag humiliated by 
finding that the examination papers of 
so many applicants were miserably defi- 
cient. I shall try to ascertain from him 
what counties these applicants live in, 
and report to the county school com- 
missioners, 

I have recently had-the privilege of 
attending a meeting of the state superin- 
tendents of schools of the gouthern states. 
] have sent coples of the school laws of 
many states to the legislative committee, 
which meets May !1, to consider some re- 
vision in the school laws of this state, 
l have requested this committee to meet 
on a date succeeding this convention I 
hope to take your suggestions for the 
consideration of this committee. 

Increased Appropriation. 

There hae been a recent increase in 
the appropriation for common schools in 
all of our southern states. in Tennessec 
the term has been lengthened one month. 
Georgia must be more Iiberal in the 
matter of salaries of county schoo] com- 
missioners, About .25 per cent of these 
Officiaig have recently retired from ser- 
vice. Nearly all of these have ex- 
pressed to me a deep and abiding inter- 
est in the schools and continued loyalty 
and cooperation to the cause of education, 
but the sglaries in other lines of work 
have induced them to accept other work. 

The county superintendent in North 
Carolina must have experience in teuch- 
ing, and have a liberal education. In Ten- 
nessee the county superintendents who 
have made an average of 90 per cent in 
the examination, are exempt from subse- 
quent examinations, 

A woman 2! years of age and otherwise 
eligible, may be elected to the office of 
county superintendent of schools. In sev- 
eral southern states there Is a great li- 
brary mo.vemeni. South Carolina has re- 
cently secured an excellent library law, 
and has one of the best library lists I 
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have seen. The state library fund con- 
tributes $10 to any school library when 
the patrons have contributed $10. In Ten- 
nessee the minimum schoo] population of 
a district is 70, yet schools must be lo- 
eated so that no pupil is required to 
walk more than 2% miles. 

It gives me great pleasure to state to 
you that the uniform text-book lawn 
which are enforced in nearly every south- 
ern state are highly satisfactory so far 
as I have been able to learn, to patrons, 
teacners and school officials. 

Georgia Compares Favorably. 
Our state as a whole compares most fa- 
vorably with her sister states. Several 
communities in Georgia are planning ad- 
vanced work. They need not only money 
with which to build, but they need gutd- 
ance, cooperation and sympathy. While 
you may not be able to contribute large 
sums of money, you can give what is 
better—zonsecrated service to the trafffing 
of the children of Georgia.

By this 
argument Mr. Barrett obtained an ap- 
proriation for the employment of an 
actuary to examine the companies. Mr. 
Cochran was not cross examined. 

Hlayes Morgan, formerly a’clerk fn tha 
office of the assistant attorney genera] 
for the postoffice department, identified a 
list which he had prépared of bond ip- 
vestment companies which were under 
examination at the request of Mr. Bar. 
rett. 


Bond Investment Companies. 

At the afternoon session of the cours 
Mr. Taggart examined Hayes Morgan in 
regard to the policy pursued in the de- 
partment in regard to bond investment 
companies and he was asked why there 
had been a reversal of policy in regard 
to the companies. Mr. Morgan said he 
could not say that there had been a 
complete reversal of policy and in ex. 
planation stated: 

“I did not know what the policy would 
be about the middle af December, 1900. 
After Mr. Barrett had rendered his gen- 
eral opinoin in classifying the investment 
companies, he appeared to cease to take 
an active part in conducting the cases 
Mr. Christiancy came to the department 
at the time and General Tyner instruct- 
ed him to take up the work where Mr.

A number of letters were received ffm 
concerns, said the witness, as-to whethk@r 
certain companies would be permitted to 
use the mails so long as they made no 
new contracts. Mr. Morgan answered 
these letters in the absence of Messrs, 
Christiancy and Barrett, basing a nega- 
tive reply on the general opinion which 
has been previously issued by Mr. Bar- 
rett concerning bond investment’ com- 
panies. When Mr. garrett and Mr. 
Christiancy returned Mr. Morgan told 
them of his answer to the letters, and 
that he was informed that he had taken 
the wrong@view of the situation. The let- 
ters were then recalled and modified 
by the dictation of General Tyner, who 
informed the companies that they would 
be permitted to continue the use of the 
mails until the department ordered other- 
wise and the date such use should cease. 
According to the witness. this constit@ed 
the entire change of policy in the de- 
partment. 

On cross examination the witness said 
that ‘Mr. Barrett had most to do with 
the bond investment companies, and that 
he (witness) assisted Mr. Barrett in the 
work. 

Mr. Morgan detailed a conversation he- 
tween himself and General Tyner to 
show the latter's attitude toward the bond 
investment companies. Tyner 
was reported to have expressed the 
opinion that some of the companies had 
broken their promises to the department 
and if such were the case the companies 
should be dealt with criminally. 
Mr. Christiancy expressed the same 
view, said the witness, but thought 
it would be futile to send the ordinary 
postoffice inspector, who was not famii- 
iar with the case. General Tyner then 
decided to send me, said Mr. Morgan, to 
make a general investigation, to de- 
termine just what companies were living 
up to their agreements. 

At this point the prosecution objected 
to the witness giving as testimony con- 
versations which took piace tin the office. 
Justice Pritchard sustained the objec- 
tions. Mr. Worthington took exception 
to the ruling. 

Justice Pritchard, over the objection of 
the prosecution, authorized Mr. Worth- 
ington to examine the witness extensive- 
ly in regard to the office practices in 
fraud cases.

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TIBETANS FIRE 
ON REDCOATS 


British Column Found Road 
Barred by Armed - 
Force, 


Gyang Tse, Tibet, May 4.—A_ report 
brought by a mounted infantry dispatch 
rider is to the effect that the further 
side of the Karo pass on the direct road 
to L/Hassa is strongly held by the Tibét- 
ans, some of whom were drawn from the 
late garrison of Gyang Tse fort. 

The British recoynoitering party, after 
trossing the summit of the pass and 
descending a short way, saw the road 
barred by a wall, and suddenly a heavy 
fire from jingals and European rifies 
Was opened, bullets striking the ground 
all round, but causing no casualties. 

The numbDer of Tibetans is estimated 
at 1,500 and their position may threaten 
the British line of communication with 
Khangma. 


No reply was made to the Tibetans 
except two or three shots to keep down 
the enemy’s fire during the retirement. 
The action on the part of the Tibetans 
finally disposes of the possibility of any 
useful purpose being served by the visit 
of the amban from whom Colonel Young- 
husband ‘thas received no further commu- 
nication. It suggests indeed that the 
only object of the visit is to gain further 
time for the defense of L'Hassa road and 
prebably for the arrival of expected help 
frém the north.

Serious Charges Made 
Against Government Of- 
ficials by Platt. 


New York, May 4.—At the preliminary 
hearing of John A. Benson, the wealthy 
California land owner, before United 
States Commissioner Shields, - Attorney 
Platt, for the defendant, has made se- 
rious charges against federal officials. 

Mr. Bensqn and Freedrick A. Hyde, of 
San Francisco, are jointly indicted on 
two charges, that of bribing federal offi- 
cials in Washington and also for con- 
spiracy tn fraudaienity ongaining title 
to govefiment lands in California and 
Oregon. 

It is alleged that Benson paid money to 
Woodford A. Harlan, a federal employee, 
to obtain government inforamtion. 

At a previous hearing before Commis- 
eioner Shields, Harlan swore that he 
wrote a letter to Benson in March, 1903, 
in which the (Harlan) offered for $1,000 
in cash to show Mr. Benson the result 
of the land agent’s investigation, or for, 
$500 to read him the shorthand notes of 
the inquiry. 

Wien the hearing was resumed on the 
bribery indictment, Attorney Platt, rep- 
resenting the defendant, asked for an ad- 
journment. 

“I want time to bring this man Har- 
lan here,’’ said the lawyer, “to show 
that at flie time he ewore he wrote that 
letter to Benson offering. to make dis- 
closures for $1,000, as’ hea testified—I 
want to show that at that very time 
the federal officials conducting ‘the in- 
vestigation had a photographic copy of 
that letter and knew it contained no 
etatemefit or promyse of that character, 
and that when Harlan so testified they 
knew it was perjury.”
